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DETAILED ACTION 
Drawings 

1 . New corrected drawings in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121 (d) are required in this 
application because the lettering in the drawings is considered to be informal. Applicant is 
advised to employ the services of a competent patent draftsperson outside the Office, as the U.S. 
Patent and Trademark Office no longer prepares new drawings. The corrected drawings are 
required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. The requirement 
for corrected drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

2. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

3. Claims 1-16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. §103(a) as being unpatentable over U.S. Patent 
No. 5,512,965 to Snook ("Snook") in view of U.S. Patent No. 6,692,126 to Xie et al ("Xie"). 

4. As admitted by Applicant (see paragraph [0020]), the prior art to Snook discloses 
interlaced video capture of slit illumination, provided by typical incandescent white light 
illumination, scanned across the eye via motorized slit movement. A problem to be solved by 
the instant invention regarding the prior art is a light smearing effect caused by the incandescent 
light source's failure to power-up and power-down fast such that said light smearing does not 
occur. 
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5. The prior art to Xie teaches projection of slit images onto the cornea via multiple slit 
lamp projectors 31i which utilize flash lamps and/or light emitting diodes (LEDs) radiation 
sources 33i that are synchronized with the camera system 40 via synchronizer 35 (see Fig. 1 ; col. 
5, line 24-col. 6, line 9). Flash lamps and LEDs are known in the art to be capable of 
illumination pulse times within the range disclosed by Applicant. At the time of the invention, 
one of ordinary skill in the art would have found it obvious to modify Snook to use flash lamps 
or LEDs as slit light illumination sources, at least since Xie teaches that such illumination 
sources are usable with a slit lamp apparatus capable of taking multiple rapid slit light images of 
the eye, thereby resulting in an apparatus such as claimed by Applicant.
